We think it right to observe, in reference to the expenses attendant upon the passing of the Act 
of 1 & 2 Will. 4, c. 60, for the further improvement of the Port and Harbour of Belfast, in Ireland, 
and for other purposes, amounting to 3,516!. 15s. 1 1 d., and of which We have allowed only the 
contingent expenses for surveying, travelling, and those for the services of a secretary to arrange and 
prepare the Act; the law costs, amounting to 2,255 /. 7 s. 3 d., We have disallowed, the bills not 
having been taxed, as also a further sum of 400 1., being a payment on account for parliamentary 
fees, till a settlement in full shall have taken place. These expenses appear to Us to be large beyond 
anything suggested by Our experience in similar cases.

Mr. Quin, the Secretary, deposed, in 
reference to this item, that he could only say this was the amount paid in to the Treasurer of First 
Fruits, but of which he had no means of ascertaining the correctness, no account having been fur- 
nished to the Board of First Fruits by the proper officer, though repeatedly called on for that pur 
pose. Mr. Quin further stated, that the officer alluded to has distinctly intimated to the Board of 
First Fruits that he does not hold himself accountable to them , but only to the Court of Exchequer, 
and that this opinion was conveyed some time since through Mr. Glascock, one of the joint 
patentees of the office ; and the credit now given is supported in a manner similar to that of all the 
preceding Accounts, the unsatisfactory nature of which Wc alluded to in our last Report on the 
account, of the Board of First Fruits, to the 5th January 1831.

Whatevei may be Our opinion of the advantages resulting from such a means of healthful recrea. 
tion being attached to the institution, yet having considerable doubts whether the precise words of 
the clause could be extended to support such an expenditure, We have thought it a safer course to 
pursue in leaving the Roman Catholic College in the hands of the higher authority, with whom there 
exists a power of commanding Us to admit the credit, if in its superior judgment, on a case of appeal, 
the present decision should appear to press with too much rigour against the Institution.

This Account is just and true. The Balance in favour of the Public amounts to 5,990 1. 4 9^- 
The circumstances of the state of this Balance, as furnished by the Accountant, make it necessary 
that a few observations should be made by Us in explanation. 

The Accountant states that all the monies expended by him in conducting the several depart- 
ments of Public Works under his direction, are received from the Treasury, by the Bank of Ireland, 
and carried by them to one General Account ; and hence has arisen the necessity of reference to 
the state of Ids expenditures on the other Accounts, and of his advances on the different services 
specially ordered by the Government to supply the materials for the annexed statement of the 
Balance of the Funds appearing to be in his hands at the period of the termination of the present 
Account. 

Of the correctness of the items comprising this Balance, We have had exhibited to us documentary 
evidence, with the exception of the sum of 284 1. 16 s. advanced by the Accountant on jus own 
responsibility to Valuators; and on being required to explain the reasons by which he felt justified 
in having made such an appropriation of the Public Funds, Mr. Griffith states that the advances were 
made to the Valuators to purchase furniture, they having complained that the expense of furnished 
lodgings was so great as to absorb a very considerable portion of their salaries. 

The authorities from Government, authorising the advances made on sundry Surveys ordered by 
the Government, and for the purpose of procuring information for the Tithe Committee, have been 
produced; and Mr. Griffith has stated, that since the termination of this Account, these Sums have 
been repaid to him by the Treasury out of the Civil Contingencies.

In our Seventeenth Report, W e have given a detail of the peculiar circumstances connected with 
the expenditure ot the late Alexander Niinmo, as civil engineer, on account of Public Works in the 
Western District, pursuant to the 3 Geo, 4, c. 34, in. the years 1833, 1823, 1824 and 1825, and on 
which account Disallowances were made by Us, to the amount of 19,368 /.144 for the reasons then 
specified. 

In the course of the Accounts subsequently furnished between the year 1825, and the present 

fin ? ' e r f P1 r e q entCt ; VeS ° th ! i' te Mr - Nimmo > these Disallowances have been gradually 
reduced to the amount of 8,972 l. 10 s. 4| d. by the production of vouchers. 

In the present Account, a credit has been claimed by the representatives of the late Mr. Nimmo 
for the sums still remaining as charges against their late brother, and from which, with the exception 
of one credit. We have thought it Our duty to relieve them, though these credits have not been sup- 
ported by such perfect vouchers as are rigorously exacted from other Accountants, where the expen- 
diture has been incurred under ordinary circumstances. F 

It has been most clearly shown to Us, that every exertion had been made by the late Mr. Nimmo 
previous to his death, and subsequently by the officers connected with the establishment, and by the 
representatives, o remedy, m every way practicable, the errors which had originally existed in the 
inaccuracy of the Accounts, and to supply the deficiencies in vouchers which had been the conse- 
quence of an acknowledged want of system in the early stages of the late Mr. Nimmo’s mode of 
payments of the expenditure on the Public Works in the Western District, and of which irregulari-

ot the I ub he Works ; these advances have, in many instances, been made under the express 
orders of the Irish Government to country gentlemen, residing in the neighbourhood of those 
districts where the pressure of distress was heaviest, and whence the loudest calls were heard 
tor immediate relief, which was as instantly as benevolently yielded by the Government. 

In *. n CaSCS ul t 1( l uc ; stionab,e evidence has been given to Us, either by the affidavit of the late 
Mr. Nimmo or by the oaths of the superintending engineers, of the actual execution of the works 
taken credit tor in the Account ; and where any money has been advanced by Mr. Nimmo, from 
the grants entrusted to him, to private individuals, for the declared purpose of giving employment 
to the poor, in the construction or repairing of Public Works, the advance appears to have been 
given under the orders of the Irish Government, originating on an application for such assistr 
ance by the parties resident amongst and witnessing the scenes of the distress: the receipts of 
these parties for the money entrusted to them, with their affidavit of its appropriation, have been 
in most cases produced ; in the absence of the latter, the testimony of the superintending engi- 
neer has supplied the deficiency, and in those cases where the actual acknowledgment of any 
person said to have been entrusted with the public money has not been sent, the cancelled notes 
ot the Bank of Ireland, drawn in favour of that party, and carrying his endorsement, have been

At the time of passing this Account, Wc had in examination before Us the receiver, chief 
magistrate, and the subordinate officers connected with the establishment. 

Mr. Lees, the receiver, deposed that the Account had been made up in his office ; and at the time 
of affixing his signature, he had not any doubt of the Account being just and true, in reference both 
to its receipts and expenditures ; recently, however, some circumstances had occurred, which led him 
to entertain an apprehension that with respect to one item of the Account, viz. the Watch Tax, 
some irregularities had taken place ; he would not express any decided opinion on the subject, the 
matter being still under an investigation by persons appointed specially for that purpose by the 
Government. 

In consequence of this observation from Mr. Lees, We gave directions to Our secretary to 
apply to Sir William Gosset, with a request that this Board might be furnished with the result of 
that inquiry. 

In reply to which communication, We have been informed, that certain sums did appear to the 
gentlemen appointed to examine into the matter to have been received by some of the collectors 
more than had been paid into the receiver, but the period of collection extending into the quarter 
beyond that to which the present Account has been made up, it was not possible clearly to ascertain 
that the deficiency ought to have been accounted for as a receipt in the Account ended 5th January

Alderman Darley, chief magistrate, Mr. Lees, the receiver, Mr. Tod, secretary, and Mr. Whitside, 
pay-clerk of the Watch Establishment, attended the Board at the passing of this Account. The 
Account had been made up, as deposed by the receiver, in his office, and, with the exception of 
certain sums which, from circumstances communicated to him, he understands had been improperly 
retained by the collectors after the receipt, and had not been duly paid over to him, he believes it 
to be a just and true Account of the entire receipts and expenditure. 

The secretary, Mr. Tod, has deposed that proceedings have been taken against the defaulting 
collectors and their securities, with the view of recovering the unpaid balances ; part of these had 
indeed been paid in subsequently to the period of the present Account, and as directions had been 
given to the law agent to institute proceedings in each case of delinquency, it was probable that 
the whole of the arrears which, after an investigation had by Commissioners specially appointed 
by the Government, appear to be due by the collectors, would he recovered and paid into the 
credit of the receiver. . 

The attention of the chief magistrate was directed to the 85th section o 48 Geo. 3, c. 140, 
requiring, (viz.) “ That the receiver’s account of all monies received and paid by lnm during the 
three months last past shall be audited and settled by the provisional justices, or any two ot them ; 
in which account the said receiver shall be charged with the full amounts of the several ^rates, 
taxes and applotments to be received and collected under and by virtue of this Act ; and 
Alderman Darley has deposed, that, in conformity with the requisitions ot the Act, an audit and 
examination, such as directed, lmd been made, at the end of each quarter, of the receiver s books, 
with the vouchers, and to which the signature of the examining magistrates was afterwards annexed. 

Mr. Fagan, the present supervisor, and whose appointment to his office did not take place till 
after the period of this Account, has furnished to Us, by the order of the police magistrates, a 
written detail of the system pursued in the collection of this tax previously to his entering upon 
the situation ; and in a second statement he has exhibited the difference between the former plan 
and the one now acted upon, in the hope of preventing- the possibility of a recurrence of the defal- 
cations recently discovered. It appears from these statements that the late frauds had been com- 
mitted by deputies employed by the collectors, but who are now compelled to do their own 
duty in person ; the receipts to be passed to the payers of the tax are now issued to the collectors 
in limited quantities, it having been discovered that the spare receipts had been fraudulently 
employed, and that some of the collectors or their deputies had even got receipts printed for then- 
own improper purposes. The parish returns of the valuation of houses and ministers money, on 
which is founded the basis of the amounts of the assessment, have also, in many instances, been 
proved to have been inaccurate ; these have now been partially corrected, and the remainder are in 
progress of being made so ; and the check hooks furnished to die collectors for each parish will be 
so minutely and cautiously compared with the entries of the original ledger, as, combined wi 1 
the other subordinate precautions, will, it is hoped, be found sufficient to prevent any successtu 
attempt at a repetition of the fraud in future.

These Accounts are just and true ; subject, however, to the following observations: 

In the examination of the Accounts of the General Agent for the Constabulary Force of Ireland, 
We have, from the commencement, bad to contend, on each Account, as on the present one, with 
considerable difficulty in Our attempts to reconcile the credits given by the General Agent with 
the amounts debited against him by the Treasury Certificate. The Treasury Certificate is an 
Account of Issues for a definite period, from 6th of January in one year to the 5th of January in 
the succeeding ; whereas the Account of the General Agent is considered by him an account of 
service, and hence it arises, that credits and debits are sometimes taken and given for sums paid 
or received by him after the nominal period of his Account, and in which practice the General 
Agent conceives himself justified, on the principle that these transactions have been for services 
strictly applicable to the period of his Account. 

It has occurred to Us, that all future difficulties of this nature would be effectually obviated by 
the Certificate of the Treasury being made special for the Account of the General Agent of the 
Constabulary Force, and by the Vice-treasurer being requested to include in this special certificate 
all sums issued to the General Agent applicable to the services of the year, to which the Agent’s 
Account, which may be then under examination, had reference

Notwithstanding these conflictions, We have no doubt of the essential correctness of the General 
Agent’s Accounts, because he can receive no money from the Treasury without the special order 
of the Lord Lieutenant, and which order specifies in detail the appropriation of the money ; the 
money is then forwarded, in the respective sums, to the parties designated in the order, and their 
receipts for these amounts are the vouchers which support the discharge of the General Agent’s 
Account. 

The amount of difference on the two present Accounts between the Treasury Certificate and the 
credits given by the General Agent is, on the first, 467 1. 5s. 8 d., and on the second, 1,2621!. 2s. 8 d., 
making together, 1,729 1. 8 s. 4 d. in favour of the General Agent. 

It appears also, that some of the Balances in favour of the Public, and stated at the foot of the 
Pay-clerk’s County Accounts to have been remitted to the General Agent, had not at the time of 
furnishing these Accounts been yet received by the General Agent, as stated by him to Us, 
on inquiry.

It appearing, however, by the state of the Balance annexed to the present Account, that the 
amount of the balances due by deputy-postmasters, letter-carriers, &c\, had been reduced in the 
course of the year by the sum of 1,805/. 0 \d . ; and that of the balances due by deputy- 

postmasters and letter-carriers, pronounced insolvent, had been reduced by so apparently dls- 
proportioned a sum as 21/. 10 a. gr/. ; We thought it our duty, on the examination of the secretary 
of the Irish Post-office, and of other officers connected with the administration of this Revenue 
to ascertain whether every means had been employed by the establishment to realize from their 
securities so much of these deficiencies as it was possible to recover. The substance of the reply 
to this question was as follows : that these balances had been distinctly brought under con- 
sideration of his Grace the Postmaster-general, with the express object of every means being taken 
most effectual for the protection of the Public ; that his Grace’s directions had been issued to the 
solicitor of the establishment to use every legal method in his power to protect the Public; 
that the solicitor had diligently acted on his Grace’s orders, and that the whole advantage which 
had been derived, at the period of this Account, was such as had been stated on the Account; 
that the exertions of the solicitor were still continued, and that the future results, if advantageous,’ 
would appear to the credit of the Public, in subsequent Accounts. 

In support of the other items of the Charge, the various books of entries, and all the different 
documents on which the vouching of the Charge depends, have been called for, and exhibited in 
support of the respective amounts. 

Of the several sums taken credit for as paid out of the Revenue of the Post-ofiicc for special 
purposes, and for the payment of which his Grace the Postmaster-general had the authority of the 
Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury, certified copies of those authorities have been furnished to Us, 
amongst which is one authorizing a repayment to the several deputy-postmasters of the amount 
abstracted from their remittances by Thomas Harrison, their late remittance clerk, who had 
absconded ; 5,278/.
